2 1. Receipt of the amendment filed February 27, 2003 amending claims 1, 10, 12 and 18 is 

3 acknowledged. Claims 1-25 are still pending in the application are presented to be examined 

4 upon their merits. 



8 2. Applicant's arguments filed February 27, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 

9 not persuasive. Applicant has amended the independent claims 10, 10, 12, and 18 with, " a 
w user's financial account held at one institution to the user's financial account held at another 
u institution". The examiner disagrees the applicant's view that Schrader does not teach or 

12 suggest the aforementioned limitation because of following: Schrader discloses a bill payment 

13 method which includes the transfer of funds from the user's bank account (Wells Fargo) to 

14 paying premiums on the user's insurance account (Farmer's Insurance) (see fig. 5, Schrader, 

15 figs. 1-5, col. 8, 11. 52 + ; and col. 16, 11. 23-39). In particular, Schrader discusses how bill 

16 payments and fund transfers start out as transaction instructions which are sent to the financial 

17 institution for processing ( and the transaction is cleared) before an updated new balance is 

/* displayed on an online statement ( col. 11, 11. 56 to col. 12, 11. 26). Thus it would be obvious 

19 to one of ordinary skill in the art to use Schrader' s invention to perform transactions (bill 

20 payment and /or fund transfers) between different accounts ( particularly different user 

21 accounts) because an artisan at the time of the invention would have found the integration of

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1 account management and bill payment tasks would increase the ease of use and reduce the time 

2 taken to perform various account management and bill payment tasks. Thus the 102 and 103 

3 rejections using Schrader et al are maintained with the additional amended claim language

n 5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

u obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

14 (a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 

75 section 102 of this tide, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 

16 are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 

17 person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 

18 negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

20 6. Claims 6, 12, 16, 17, 20, 23, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 



2i unpatentable over of Schrader et al (US 5,903, 881). 
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1 Schrader teaches all the limitations that meet the claimed invention. Schrader fails to 

2 disclose, as in claims 6 , 12, 20 and 25 the main secondary interfaces are provided in the 

3 form of a hyper-text-markup-language. However, since the Schrader invention provides an 

4 application interface module whereby Internet browsers, which are notoriously old and well 

5 known in the art to create websites via hypertext-markup language, are used to perform online 

6 functions (see col. 13, 11. 45+), it would have been obvious for an artisan of ordinary skill at 

z the time of the invention of Schrader to employ Hypertext markup language to provide website 

s information over the Internet. Thus such a modification would have been an obvious expedient 

9 well within the ordinary skill in the art. 
w 

n Regarding claim 16, 17, 23 and 24: 

12 peripheral devices including cellular telephones, a personal digital assistants and hand-held 

13 computers are notoriously old and well known within the art with Internet accessibility to 

14 provide web communications. Therefore Official Notice is taken is the aforementioned 

is peripheral devices used for Internet accessibility because such devices would have been an 

is obvious extension to the teachings of Schrader inasmuch as they would have provided 

n alternative means to use the Schrader invention with items that are notoriously old and well 

is known within the art.
